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FOREWORD 


The  "USAF  Statistical  Digest"  (Short  Title  USAF  SD-56) 
summarizes  in  one  document  the  volume  of  statistical  data 
collected  and  published  by  various  offices  in  Headquarters, 
United  States  Air  Force  and  certain  major  commands.  It  is 
published  in  accordance  with  AFR  5-24  and  is  to  be  used  as  the 
official  basic  reference  document  for  the  period  and  areas 
covered. 

The  Fiscal  Year  1956  edition  is  the  eleventh  edition  of 
the  series.  Original  editions  -  Army  Air  Force  Statistical 
Digest  (World  War  II)  and  supplement  Number  1,  1945  were 
followed  by  AAF  Statistical  Digest,  1946  and  USAF  Statistical 
Digest  1947.  The  1946  and  1947  editions  made  Air  Force 
statistics  available  in  summarized  form,  available  as  far  back 
as  possible,  with  the  exception  of  Combat  Operations.  This 
data  is  found  only  in  the  1945  edition.  The  1948  issue  was  the 
first  strictly  annual  publication.  Since  1949  each  annual  edition 
has  been  organized  on  a  Fiscal  Year  basis. 

Immediately  following  the  Table  of  Contents  is  a  Major 
Air  Command  Directory,  containing  information  which  is  ap¬ 
propriate  to  all  data  included  in  this  issue.  Definitions  approp¬ 
riate  to  only  one  area  will  be  found  in  an  introductory  statement 
preceding  the  Part  in  question.  Tables  indicated  in  the  head- 
noteas  "New  Tables"  are  tables  which  were  not  included  in  the 
FY  55  edition  of  this  publication. 

Sources  of  the  majority  of  the  data  are  the  published 
and  unpublished  records  of  the  Directorate  of  Statistical 
Services.  The  balance  of  the  data  was  furnished  by  other 
agencies  as  noted  in  source  reference  data.

Flying  Support  Unit  -  A  flying  unit  which  has  a  mission  of  furnishing  opera¬ 
tional  assistance  to  combat  elements. 

Operational  Readiness  -  A  measurement  of  relative  capability.  It  is  the  degree  to 
"which  a  unit  iB-manned,  equipped  and  trained  for  the  satisfactory  performance  of  its  primary 
mission. 

.  Primary  Mission  -  The  principal  mission  currently  assigned  the  unit.  Normally  it 
is  preparing  for,  or  executing  the  task  for  which  the  unit  was  basically  intended.

INTRODUCTION  AND  DEFINITIONS 


Aircraft  flight  operations  data  included  in  this  section  are  based  on  statistics  submitted  on  AF  Form  110A  in 
accordance  with  AFR  65-110  as  revised.  The  110A  report  is  compiled  on  a  physical  possession  basis  with  the  various 
activity  categories  determined  by  the  assignment  or  status  of  the  aircraft  rather  than  actual  use. 

As  of  1  January  1956,  the  former  "Active"  aircraft  category  was  expanded  to  "Operating  Active"  and  "Non-Opera¬ 
ting  Active".  The  "Non-Operating  Active"  category  includes  status  codes  that  were  formerly  inactive.  In  addition, 
(CX)  MDAP  Aircraft  Temporarily  Diverted  to  USAF  was  changed  from  "Active"  to  "Non-Operating  Active"  and  (PA)  Air¬ 
craft  on  Project  was  eliminated. 

The  tables  provide  summary  data  covering  flight  operations  on  "Operating  Active"  and  "Non-Operating  Active" 

USAF  aircraft  and  include  aircraft  flying  hours,  utilization,  etc. 

Operating  Active  -  Those  aircraft  which  are  actively  engaged  In  supporting  flying  missions,  including  test 
aircraft  and  aircraft  balled  to  civilian  activities  for  test.  Assignment  codes  are  as  follows: 

(AD)  Administrative :  Aircraft  authorized  major  air  cannands  for  the  performance  of  command  administra¬ 
tive  missions. 

(CS)  Operational  Support :  Aircraft  assigned  for  essential  liaison  and  logistic  support  not  otherwise 
provided,  and  for  the  required  caabat  readiness  training  of  rated  personnel  not  presently  assigned  to  tactical  units 
or  crew  positions. 

(CC)  Primary  Tactical  Unit:  Aircraft  assigned  as  primary  unit  equipment  for  the  direct  accomplishment  of 
tactical  unit  operations . 

(CP)  Tactical  Unit  Support:  Aircraft  which  are  authorized  and  assigned  as  tactical  unit  support  aircraft 

(CU)  Student  Training:  Aircraft  assigned  to  perform  the  mission  of  student  and  ccmbat  crew  training 
within  the  Air  Training  PcrmiAnd  nnly. 

(CT)  MATS  Transport:  Aircraft  assigned  for  the  accomplishment  of  transport  operations  within  MATS.-  ~ 

(CE)  MATS  Air  Evacuation:  Aircraft  assigned  for  the  accomplishment  of  air  evacuation  operations  within 

MATS. 

(TC)  Combat  Crew  Training;  Aircraft  assigned  specifically  to  cenbat  training  schools. 

(EX)  Test:  Aircraft  assigned  for  testing,  research  and  development  other  than  "X"  models  and  aircraft 
on  bailment .  contract.  - 

(ES)  Teat  Support;  Aircraft  assigned  to  support  of  test  aircraft  and  allied  equipment  other  than  air¬ 
craft  on  bailment^ contract  for  test  support. 

(CM)  Special  Mission:  Aircraft  assigned  to  major  air  contaanda  to  accomplish  missions  of  tte  Air  Force 
in  support  of  its  own  special  activities  and  those  of  the  governmental  agencies  which  cannot  be  met  as  a  by-product 
mission  of  other  flying. 

(CX)  MDAP  Aircraft  Temporarily  Diverted  to  USAF:  Aircraft  programmed  for  foreign  countries  under  the 
Mutual  Defense  Assistance  Program  for  which  delivery  to  the  ultimate  recipient  foreign  country  has  been  deferred  in 
order  to  divert  temporarily  these  aircraft  to  the  USAF. 

Non-Operating  Active  -  Those  aircraft  in  preparation  for  possession  by  units  or- test  activities  through  any  of 
the  logistical  processes  of  supply,  maintenance,  and  modification,  and  those  aircraft  which  are  excess  to  command 
requirements . 

Cormanrt  Support:  Includes  aircraft  in  (DP)  Depot  prototyping,  (DW)  Depot  Work,  (RT)  Transient  Maintenance 
(XJ)  Excess  to"  Commands,  (RA)  USAF  Aircraft  Temporarily  Possessed  by  ANG  or  APRes,  (R0)  AND  Aircraft  Temporarily 
Possessed  by  UGAF  or  AFR ,  and  (NP)  New  Production. 

(NR)  Enroute:  Aircraft  in  an  en -route  status.

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INTRODUCTION  AND  DEFINITIONS 


AIRCRAFT  -  MATERIEL. 


The  data  presented  in  this  Issue  for  aircraft  Inventory  are  in  accordance  with  active  inactive  aircraft 
classification  revised  since  issuance  of  the  1955  Statistical  Digest.  The  active  Inventory  category  been  ex¬ 

panded  to  include  aircraft  previously  inactive  as  follows:  Depot  Work  and  Contract  Work  (Modification),  New  Pro¬ 
duction  and  aircraft  excess  to  command  requirements.  The  active  category  is  now  divided  into  operating  active 
non-operating  active.  Tho  non-operating  active  includes  the  above  previously  inactive  categories  as  well  as  enroute, 
MDAP  aircraft  temporarily  diverted  and  ground  Instruction  aircraft.  Tho  inactive  category  now  includes  princi¬ 
pally  stored  and  excess  aircraft.  Aircraft  inventory  data  are  abtained  under  the  provisions  of  Air  Force  Regu-  . 
lation  65-110. 

In  addition,  data  by  type  and  model  of  aircraft  providing  the  following  information:  status  of  aircraft 
procurement  and  production;  functional  distribution  of  the  aircraft  inventory  with  operating  active ,  non-operating 
active,  and  inactive  aircraft  broken  down  to  provide  detail  by  functional  category;  gains  and  losses  from  first 
item  of  model,  calendar  age  distribution.  Data  on  stored  aircraft  shown  in  a  separate  table  in  3D  FY  55  are  in¬ 
corporated  into  table  providing  the  functional  distribution. 

As  of  1  January  1956,  the  former  "Active"  aircraft  category  was  expanded  to  "Operating  Active"  and  "Non- 
Operating  Active".  The  "Non-Operating  Active"  category  includes  status  codes  that  were  formerly  inactive.  Under 
the  new  reporting  procedures,  the  inactive  inventory  consists,  primarily,  of  stored  aircraft  and  aircraft  excess  to 
USAF  requirements.  In  addition,  (CX)  MDAP  Aircraft  Temporarily  Diverted  to  USAF  was  changed  from  "Active"  to  "Non- 
Operating  Active",  and  (PA)  Aircraft  on  Project  was  eliminated. 

The  classification  of  aircraft  herein  is  in  accordance  with  AF  Regulation  65-60,  dated  15  June  1955*  The  type 
classification  is  generally  based  upon  the  type  designator  or  the  prefix  preceding  the  basic  type  designator  of 
each  aircraft  model.  A  prefix  is  assigned  an  aircraft  model  when  the  aircraft  is  modified  to  perform  a  function 
(indicated  by  the  prefix)  other  than  its  basically  designated  purpose. 

The  following  definitions  apply  to  the  terms  herein  - 

AIRCRAFT:  A  heavier -than  air  vehicle,  capable  of  flight,  which  has  incorporated  in  its  prime  design  the 
ability  and/or  requirement  for  human  occupancy. 

OPERATING  ACTIVE  AIRCRAFT:  Those  aircraft  which  are  currently  and  actively  engaged  in  supporting  flying  mis- 
s Ions','  administrative  aircraft,  test  aircraft  including  those  test  aircraft  on  bailment,  aircraft  provided  for  the 
required  combat  readiness  training  of  rated  personnel  not  presently  assigned  to  tactical  units  or  crew  positions. 

NCTI -OPERATING  AIRCRAFT:  Those  aircraft  in  preparation  for  possession  by  units  or  test  activities  through  any 
of  the 'logistical  processes  of  supply,  maintenance,  and  modification,  and  those  aircraft  which  are  excess  to  com¬ 
mand  requirements. 

INACTIVE  AIRCRAFT:  Those  aircraft  in  the  inventory  other  than  operating  active  and  non-operating  active  air- 
craft,  such  as  aircraft  on  loan  and  bailment  (except  balled  for  test,  maintenance  and  modification);  aircraft  for 
which  there  is  no  longer  a  requirement  in  the  active  inventory,  including  those  aircraft  that  have  been  accumulated 
in  excess  of  iraaediate  possible  future  needs;  and  aircraft  in  the  process  of  being  dropped  f ran  the  total  aircraft 
inventory . 

ACUbU^i'ANCE :  Aircraft  which  have  been  shop -assembled  and  fully  inspected  by  constituted  USAF  or  Navy  production 
authorities;  and  the  title,  responsibility,  and  accountability  assumed  by  the  contracting  agency  of  recipient. 

IN  COMMISSION:  An  aircraft,  which  without  additional  repair  or  maintenance,  is  safe  and  capable  of  normal 
flight  operations.  This  does  not  necessarily  indicate  that  the  aircraft  is  capable  of  performing  a  specific  mission 
Such  as  combat,  photo,  etc.,  but  merely  that  the  aircraft  is  flyable  and  that  the  DD  Form  781  does  not  bear  a  red 
cross.  Weather,  runway  conditions,  shortage  of  operations  personnel,  or  other  factors  not  relating  to  the  aircraft 
itself  will  not  cause  an  aircraft  to  be  reported  "out  of  cocsnission" . 

A  0  C  P;  "Aircraft  Gut  of  Canolas  ion  Awaiting  Parts"  ore  those  aircraft  not  flyable  as  indicated  by  a  red 
cross  of  DD  Form  78lj  solely  due  to  lack  of  parts.  Aircraft  will  not  be  reported  as  awaiting  parts  unless  the  re¬ 
quired  parts  have  been  requisitioned  from  the  normal  supply  source  at  the  station  where  the  aircraft  is  located  and 
notification  has  been  received  from  the  normal  supply  source  that  the  parts  are  not  availahle.  This  category  does 
not  include  those  aircraft  awaiting  parts  required  for  the  performance  of  modifications  defined  in  AF  Regulation 

57-*. 

AIRFRAME  WEIGHT:  The  weight  of  the  assembled  principal  structural  components  of  an  aircraft.  It  includes  hull 
or  fuselage,  wings  7~s  tab  ill  zers,  vertical  fins,  control  surfaces,  landing  gear,  and  nacelles. 

GUIDED  AIRCRAFT  ROCKET:  A  type  of  self-propelled  aircraft  armament  normally  carried  by  piloted  aircraft  which, 
after  launching,  can  be  guided  to  the  target  which  it  destroys  by  means  of  an  explosive  war -he  ad . 

USAF  GUIDED  MISSILES:  An  unmanned  vehicle  moving  above  (about)  the  earth’s  surface  whose  trajectory  or  flight 
path  is  capable  of  being  “altered  by  a  mechanism  within  the  vehicle. 


USAF  AMMUNITION:  All  stocks  of  serviceable  and  suspended  Air  Force  ammunition  items  physically  on  hand.

INTRODUCTION  AND  DEFINITIONS 

Data  on  production  and  inventory  of  aircraft ,  missile  and  drone 
engines  ore  presented  in  this  section.  Engine  production  data  are 
obtained  under  the  provisions  of  AFR  67-62,  dated  6  August  195^  > 
while  engine  inventory  data  are  obtained  under  the  provisions  of 
AFR  65-20,  dated  8  June  1955- 

The  following  definitions  apply  to  the  terms  as  used  in  this 
publication: 

ACCEPTANCES :  An  aircraft  engine  that  has  been  shop -assembled 
and  fully  inspected  by  authorized  USAF  or  Navy  plant  representatives, 
and  for  which  the  title,  responsibility,  and  accountability  have  been 
assumed  by  the  contracting  agency  or  recipient. 

INSTALLED  ENGINE:  Serviceable  or  reparable  engine  assets'  which 
are  either  physically  mounted  on  aircraft,  missile  or  drone;  or 
undergoing  organizational  maintenance  for  re installation  in  an  air¬ 
craft,  missile  or  drone. 

SPARE  ENGINE:  Engines  in  or  intended  for  the  supply  system, 
which  are  for  normal  flying  support  of  aircraft,  missile  or  drone. 

REPARABLE  ENGINE:  Engines  determined  to  be  operationally  un¬ 
suitable,  requiring  other  than  organizational  or  field  maintenance. 

SERVICEABLE  ENGINE:  Engines  determined  to  be  operationally 
suitable  for  installation,  or  ore  either  awaiting  or  undergoing 
organizational  or  field  maintenance . 

NOTE:  A  physical  world-wide  inventory  of  aircraft  engines  in 
July  1955  revealed  that  the  June  1955  inventory  was  short  by  approx¬ 
imately  15,000  engines.  Subsequently,  revisions  were  made  to  the 
AFR  65-20  that  would  ensure  more  realistic  reporting.  It  was  not  un¬ 
til  31  August  1956  that  an  acceptable  inventory  was  received.  In  the 
interest  of  supplying  the  most  reliable  data  obtainable,  the  in¬ 
ventory  as  of  31  August  1956  is  presented  in  this  issue.

INVENTORY  -  product  on  hand  at  base,  terminal  and  in 

transit. 

IN  TRANSIT  -  Product  on  way  to  destination.  Applies 
to  both  overseas  and  zone  of  interior. 

ISSUES  -  Includes  fuel  consumption  for  flying  pur¬ 
poses,  fuel  utilized  for  other  than  direct  flight  operations; 
i.e.,  crash  boats,  engine  block  testing,  and  modification 
centers.  "Issues"  is  broken  down  into  four  types:  charge 
sales  (issues  to  users  of  USAF,  USAF  Reserve- and  Air  National 
Guard  Aircraft,  and  other  than  aircraft),  reimbursable  sales 
to  other  than  USAF  Aircraft,  issues  for  cash,  and  exchange 
account  (Canadian  AF  or  Canadian  Navy).

PREFACE  AND  DEFINITIONS 


The  tables  Included  in  this  section  provide  summary  data  which  represent  the  second  of  a 
series  planned  for  publication  following  each  annual  Unit  Authorization  List  cycle.  Air  Force 
Regulations  5-25  and  67-83,  end  Air  Force  Manual  171-5  constitute  the  basic  authority  for  the 
system. 


ORGANIZATIONAL  EQUIPMEOT.  Non-expendable  replacement -type  equipment,  excluding  aircraft, 
prescribed  by  an  authorization  document . 

MASTER  EQUIPMENT  ALLOWANCE  LIST  (MEAL).  A  publication  which  prescribes  allowances  of  or- 
ganizatidnal  equipment  to  be  authorized  to  T/0  units  through  the  medium  of  the  Unit  Mission 
Equipment  column  of  the  Unit  Authorization  List. 

UNIT  MISSION  EQUIPMENT  (UME) .  Those  items  of  equipment  prescribed  by  the  MEAL,  Station 
Sets,  and  T/A  1^21  Yor  specific  T/0  units.  This  equipment  la  normally  taken  with  the  unit  when 
it  changes  location. 

UNIT  SUPPORT  EQUIPMENT  (USB).  That  unit  equipment  other  than  mission  equipment  which  ia 
required  to  perform  the  asalgned  mission  of  the  unit  at  a  specific  base.  This  equijaoent  will 
normally  be  retained  by  the  base  upon  movement  of  the  unit. 

UNIT  AUTHORIZATION  LIST  (UAL).  An  electric  accounting  machine  list  of  specific  equipment, 
consisting  of  Unit  Mission  Equipment  and/or  Unit  Support  Equipment  authorized  to  each  individual 
T/O  or  non-T/o  unit.  Air  Force  Form  60LB  is  used  for  this  purpose. 

TABLE  OF  ALLOWANCE  _(t/a).  Headquarters  U3AF  publications  which  establish  equipment  allow¬ 
ances.  'table  of  Allowance  a  provide  a  baala  for  authorizing  unit  support  equipment  in  UALa. 

TABLE  OF  ORGANIZATION  (t/o).  A  Headquarters  USAF  publication  which  states  the  mission  and 
capability  'far  which  a  unit  oust  be  manned  and  equipped;  and  a  guide  for  manpower  planning,  pro¬ 
gramming,  and  allocation. 

BASE  ALLOWANCE  LIST  (BAL).  A  liat  of  equipment  which  ia  the  consolidation  of  all  UALa  for 
units  or  organizations ,  except  special  activities,  being  logistlcally  supported  by  a  particular 
Air  Force  base  or  installation.  The  BAL  in  itself  ia  not  an  authorization  document. 

EQUIPMENT  COMPONENT  LIST  (SOL).  A  publication  which  prescribes  the  components  of  individ¬ 
ual  kits  and  organizationa^eets  of  equipment  required  for  the  performance  of  specific  duties, 
functions,  or  support  of  end  items  of  equipment. 

STATION  SETS.  Listing  of  non -expendable  equipment  extracted  from  the  MEAL  and  or  appli¬ 
cable  EC La,  and  expendable  equipment  extracted  from  supply  catalogs. and/or  atocks  necessary. to  be 
included  in  prepositioned  assemblages  to  insure  the  capability  of  a  base  to  meet  the  minimum  re¬ 
quirements  of  a  tactical  unit  equipped  with  unit  mission  equipment. 

NON -STOCK  LISTED  (NSL).  Items  which  are  not  listed  in  Air  Force  or  Army  Technical  Serv¬ 
ices  catalog  publications^ 

TACTICAL  PACKAGE  (TCP).  A  combination  of  the  equipment  for  the  tactical  forces,  the  tac¬ 
tical  squadrons,  the  Armament  Electronics  Maintenance  Squadrons,  and  the  Periodic  Maintenance 
Squadrons  as  required. 

BASE  SUPPORT  PACKAGE  (BSP).  A  combination  of  the  equipment  for  the  support  forces,  the 
Wing  Headquarters,  the  Air  Base  Group  Headquarters,  the  Air  Police  Squadrons,  the  Food  Service 
Squadrons ,  etc . 

MASTER  EQUIPMENT  NOMENCLATURE  FILE  (mBHF).  A  punched  card  file  providing  stock  number, 
nomenclature /local  purchase  codevhen  applicable ,  cost  category  code,  family  group  code, 
depot  code,  reporting  code  and  unit  price  for  items  in  the  UAL  system.  It  is  utilized  as  the 
official  means  to  identify  and  to  maintain  current  stock  numbers,  nomenclatures,  and  unit  pricea 
in  existing  unit  authorization  lists.  It  is  the  authority  for  the  UAL  purposes  unless  a  stock 
catalog  indicates  more  recent  information.

An  account  established  to  make  amounts  available  for  obligation  and  expenditure  free  the  Treasury.  In 
Budget -Treasury  Regulation  1,  appropriation  accounts  include  not  only  accounts  to  which  money  in  directly 
appropriated,  but  also  revolving  funds,  working  funds,  trust  funds,  etc.  Appropriation  accounts  do  not 
include  official  deposit  funds.

Tenant  on  Other  Services:  An  installation  belonging  to  another  United  States  Government  service  on 
which  the  Air  Force  conducts  activities. 

Active:  An  Air  Force  Installation  in  use  for  the  performance  of  an  Air  Force  function. 

Inactive:  An  Air  Force  installation  not  In  use  for  the  performance  of  an  Air  Force  function. 

CONSTRUCT  JON

DEFINITIONS 

ACTIVE  FEDERAL  MILITARY  SERVICE 

Norml  full-time  duty- with  a  Federal  Military  Service  as  opposed  to  Inactive  duty  status  of  a  Reservist. 
AERONAUTICAL  STAHJS 

The  general  grouping  of  Air  Force  personnel  with  reference  to  their  aeronautical  rating,  aeronautical  designa¬ 
tion,  and  flying  status.  The  principal  groupings  are: 

1.  Rated  Fteraonnel:  USAF  Officers  who  have  teen  awarded  an  aeronautical  rating  of  Pilot  or  Aircraft  Ob¬ 
server  on  personnel  orders  per  authority  AFR  50'7- 

2.  Hon -Rated  Personnel:  Personnel  who  do  not  have  an  aeronautical  rating  of  Pilot  or  Aircraft  Observer, 
including  personnel  who  have  aeronautical  designation,  e.g..  Flight  Surgeon,  Aviation  Medical  Examiner,  Flight. 
Nurse,  Non -Rated  Crev  Member,  and  Non -Rated  Non -C  rev  Member,  even  though  such  personnel  may  be  on  Flying  Status. 

AIR  FORCE  OFFICER  QUALIFY INC  TEST  (AFOOT) 

The  AFOQT  battery  Is  given  to  newly  commissioned  officers  and  to  persons  being  considered  for  officer  training. 
These  tests  are  calculated  to  predict  proficiency  in  AF  specialties  or  success  In  training,  classifying  individuals 
by  aptitude  clusters. 

AIR  CREW 

A  stipulated  number  of  air  crew  personnel  locally  organized  to  operate  an  aircraft  on  an  assigned  mission.  (For 
single -place  aircraft,  "air  crew"  equals  "air  crew  personnel.") 

AIR  CREW  PERSONNEL 

Personnel  wKose  current  principal  duty  is  occupancy  of  an  air  crew  position.  Included  are  tactical  air  crev 
personnel,  instructors,  advanced  flying  students,  and  administrative  crew  personnel  whose  principal  duty  is  flying. 
AIR  FORCE  COMMAND  STRENGTH 

All  military  personnel  (permanent  party  and  pipeline,  USAF,  SCARWAF,  and  Navy)  who  are  assigned  to  Air  Force 
units.  This  strength  is  chargeable  against  the  personnel  celling  of  the  Department  of  the  Air  Force  and  is  under 
the  command  Jurisdiction  of  the  Chief  of  Staff,  USAF. 

1.  Command  Strength,  Continental;  The  total  strength  of  military  personnel  who  are  assigned  to  units  of 
which  the  Headquarters  have  permanent  station  location  in  the  Continental  US  or  to  units  which  are  enroute  between 
Contiental  and  Oversea  stations  but  are  assigned  to  a  Continental  Command  or  to  the  Continental  US  portion  of  a  Glo¬ 
bal  Command. 

2.  command  Strength,  Oversea;  The  total  strength  of  military  personnel  who  are  assigned  to  units  of 
which  the  Headquarters  have  permanent  station  location  outside  the  Continental  US  or  to  units  which  are  enroute  be¬ 
tween  Continental  and  Oversea  Stations  but  are  assigned  to  an  Oversea  Command  or  to  the  oversea  portion  of  a  Global 
Command. 

3*  CcffwfflAnd  Strength,  Worldwide:  The  total  strength  of  personnel  assigned  to  Air  Force  units  (USAF  and 
SCARWAF)  regardless  of  location. 

AIR  FORCE  DEPARTMENTAL  STRENGTH 

The  total  strength  of  military  personnel  c am iss tone d,  appointed  or  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Air  Force, 
whether  or  not  such  personnel  have  been  placed  on  duty  with  another  Department. 

AIR  FORCE  PERSONNEL 

A  general  term  comprising  all  military  personnel  (USAF,  SCARWAF,  or  Navy)  assigned  to  Air  Force  Units. 


AIR  FORCE  SPECIALTY  (AFS) 

A  grouping  of  positions  which  require  common  qualifications.  An  AFS  is  identified  by  a  Title  and  Code. 
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AIR  FORCE  SPECIALTY  CODS  (AFSC)  -  AIRMEN 

A  combination  of  meaningful  digits  used  to  identify  an  AFSC.  For  example: 

AFSC  66150  (Statistical  Services  Specialist) 

66  Career  Field  (Statistical  Services  and  Machine  Acctg) 

1  Career  Field  Subdivision  (Statistical  Services) 

5  Skill  level  (Skilled)

The  "Score"  is  a  composite  index  of  perforamance  on  ad.1  these  items,  and  as  such,  is  an  indication  of  general  learn¬ 
ing  ability.

CAREER  AIRMEN

A  grouping  of  related  AFS's  involving  basically  similar  knowledges  and  skills. 

COMMAND 

A  major  organizational  division  of  the  United  States  Air  Force. 

1,  Continental  Command:  A  Major  Air  Command  whose  command  headquarters  and  subordinate  units  are  located 
within  the  Continental  United  States. 


2.  Oversea  Command:  A  Major  Air  Command  whose  command  headquarters  and  subordinate  units  are  located  out 
side  the  Continental  United  States. 


3.  Global  Command ;  A  command  whose  command  headquarters  islocated  wither  inside  or  outside  the  Continen¬ 


tal  US  and  whose  subordinate  units  are  located  both  inside  and  outside  Continental  US.

a.  Eligibility  for  a  military  or  civilian- type  decoration  depends  upon  the  individual's  status  at  the  time 
the  herioc  deed  or  merltious  service  was  performed. 

n<  .  *;■  af  the  Re8enfe  conponenta  not  on  active  duty  with  the  Air  Force  are  eligible  for  award  of  the 

iatlngulshed  Flying  Cross,  the  Soldier’s  Medal,  the  Air  Medal,  and  the  Commendation  Ribbon,  provided  that  the  re¬ 
quirements  are  otherwise  fulfilled. 


c.  In  order  for  an  award  to  be  made,  the  military  service  of  a  person  oust  have  been  honorable  subsequent 
to  the  time  he  distinguished  himself. 


2.  POSTHUMOUS,  MISSING  IN  ACTION,  AND  PRISONERS  OF  VAR  AWARDS: 

Next  of  kin  of  deceased  persons  are  entitled  to  receive  decorations  earned  but  not  presented  because  of 
death. The  next  of  kin  eligible  for  posthumous  presentation  of  decorations  will  be  selected  from  one  of  the  following, 
in  the  order  listed:  widow,  widower,  eldest  son,  eldest  daughter,  father,  mother,  eldest  brother,  eldest  sister, 
eldest  grandchild. 

3-  MISCELLANEOUS: 

Decorations  differ  from  service  medals  In  design;  each  decoration  haa  distinguished  shape .Service  medals, 
described  in  AFR  35-50,  are  usually  circular  with  pictorial  relief. 

4.  MILITARY  DECORATIONS: 

a.  Medal  of  Honor: 

(1)  The  Medal  of  Honor  is  a  five-pointed  star  in  gold,  centered  with  the  head  of  Minerva  and  surround¬ 
ed  by  green  enamel  laurel  leaves  suspended  from  a  link  surmounted  by  an  eagle.  The  ribbon  is  the  collar 
type  of  light  blue  silk  and  above  the  suspension  carries  an  octagon  of  the  same  material  with  thirteen 
white  stars . 

(2)  The  Medal  of  Honor,  established  by  lav,  Is  awarded  to  any  person  who,  while  an  officer  or  airman 
in  the  Air  Force,  in  conflict  with  an  enemy  of  the  United  States,  distinguishes  himself  conspicuously  by 
gallantry  and  intrepidity  at  the  risk  of  his  life  above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty.  Recommendations  for 
this  highest  United  States  decoration  oust  incontestably  prove  that  the  bravery  of  self-sacrifice  involved 
conspicious  risk  of  life,  the  omission  of  which  could  not  justly  cause  censure  (act  of  9  July  I9l6,  40  Stat 
870;  10  USC  1403;  ML  1949,  sec.  903). 

(3)  The  Medal  of  Honor  Is  awarded  in  the  name  of  Congress  and  is  usually  presented  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States.  It  should  not  be  confused  with  specially  enacted  Congressional  medals. 

b.  Distinguished  Service  Cross: 

(1)  The  Distinguished  Service  Cross  is  a  bronze  cross  on  which  is  centered  an  eagle  over  a  wreath.. 
Ribbon  is  predominantly  dark  blue  with  edgings  of  red  separated  from  the  blue  by  white  lines. 

(2)  The  Distinguished  Service  Cross,  established  by  lav,  is  awarded  to  any  person  who,  while  serving 

in  any  capacity  with  the  Air  Force, distinguishes  himself  by  extraordinary  heroism  In  connection  with  mili¬ 
tary  operations  against  an  armed  enemy  of  the  United  States.  Criterion  for  such  heroism  is  risk  of  life  so 
extraordinary  as  to  set  the  person  apart  from  his  comrades  (act  of  9  July  19lS,  40  Stat  870;  10  USC  l4o6; 

ML  1949,  sec.  905). 

(3)  Authority  to  award  the  Distinguished  Service  Cross  to  United  States  personnel  may  be  delegated 
during  wartime  to  commanders  of  major  air  commands,  but  awards  to  foreign  persons  are  reserved  to  the  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Air  Force. 

c.  Distinguished  service  Medal: 

(l)  The  Distinguished  Service  Medal,  established  by  lav,  is  awarded  to  any  person  serving  in  any 
capacity  with  the  Air  Force  who  distinguishes  himself  by  exceptionally  meritorious  service  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  in  a  duty  of  great  responsibility.  Responsibility  means  the  exercise  of  authority  or  Jud^aent  in 
duties  which  decide  the  successful  outcome  of  any  mjor  military  operation.  In  peacetime,  awards  are  lim¬ 
ited  to  recognizing  services  of  national  or  international  significance(act  of  9  July  1910 »  40  Stat  8?0;  10 
USC  1407;  1408;  ML  19497  sec.  906). 

(3)  Civilians  and  foreign  nationals  are  eligible  for  this  award  only  under  exceptional  circumstances. 

d.  Silver  Star: 

(1)  The  Silver  Star  is  a  small  silver  star  within  a  wreath  centered  on  a  larger  star  of  ’  gold -colored 
metal.  The  ribbon  has  a  center  band  of  red  flanked  by  equal  bands  of  white  between  equal  bands  of  blue 
bordered  by  white  lines  with  blue  edging. 
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(2)  The  Silver  Star,  established  by  law,  is  awarded  to  any  person,  military,  civilian,  or  foreign, 
who, while  serving  in  any  capacity  with  the  Air  Force,  distinguished  himself  by  gallantry  in  action  against 
an  enemy  of  the  United  States.  Gallantry  means  heroism  of  high  degree  involving  risk  of  life(act  of  9  July 
1918,  hO  Stat  871;  10  USC  1*02;  ML  1949,  sec,  908,  as  amended). 

(3)  Authority  to  award  the  Silver  Star  may  be  delegated  during  wartime  down  to  include  conroandera  of 
numbered  air  forces. 

e.  legion  of  Merit: 

(1)  The  Legion  of  Merit  la  a  five-rayed  white  enamel  pronged  star  on  a  green  wreath  with  crossed  ar¬ 
rows  .The  cloud  and  stars  from  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  United  States  are  displayed  in  an  enamel  center.  The 
ribbon  ia  red -purple  with  white  edges. 

(2)  The  Legion  of  Merit  established  by  law, is  awarded  to  personnel  of  armed  forces  who  distinguished 
themselves  by  exceptionally  meritorious  conduct  in  the  performance  of  outstanding  service  to  the  United 
States.  In  peacetime,  awards  «*,f  the  decorations  generally  are  limited  to  recognizing  services  of  national 
or  international  significance  (act  of  20  July  1942,  56  Stat  662;  10  USC  l4o8b;  ML  1949,  sec.  924a). 

(3) The  Legion  of  Merit  is  awarded  without  degree  to  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States. 

(4)  Authority  to  award  the  Legion  of  Merit  to  United  States  personnel  may  be  delegated  during  war¬ 
time  to  commanders  of  major  air  conmands,  but  awards  to  foreign  persons  are  reserved  to  the  Department  of 
the  Air  Force. 

f.  Distinguished  Flying  Cross: 

(1)  The  Distinguished  Flying  Cross  is  a  bronze  cross  with  rays  on  which  is  displayed  a  propeller.  The 
ribbon  is  predominantly  blue  with  a  narrow  red  band  center  bordered  by  white  lines.  The  edges  are  outlined 
with  equal  bands  of  white  inside  blue. 

(2)  The  Distinguished  Flying  Cross ,■ established  by  law,  is  awarded  to  any  member  of  the  Armed  Forces 
of  the  United  States  and  to  any  member  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  friendly  foreign  nations,  who,  while  serving 
in  any  capacity  with  the  Air  Force,  distinguishes  himself  by  heroism  or  extraordinary  achievement  while 
participating  in  aerial  flight.  Both  heroism  and  achievement  must  be  entirely  distinctive, involving  opera¬ 
tions  that  are  not  routine  (act  of  2  July  1926,  44  stat  789,  as  amended;  10  USC  1429;  ML  1949,  sec.  914). 

(3)  The  Distinguished  Flying  Cross  may  be  awarded  by  special  act  of  Congress  to  outstanding  pioneers 
of  aviation  regardless  of  status. 

(4)  Authority  to  award  the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross  o^y  be  delegated  during  wartime  down  to  include 
commanders  of  numbered  air  forces . 

g.  Soldier's  Medal: 

(l)  The  Soldier's  Medal  is  a  bronze  octagon  displaying  an  eagle  in  relief  with  fasces  and  stars.  The 
ribbon  centers  thirteen  narrow  stripes,  seven  white  and  six  red,  edged  by  broad  bands  of  blue. 


(2)  The  Soldier's  Medal,  established  by  law,  is  awarded  to  any  member  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the 
United  States  and  to  any  member  of  the  armed  forces  of  friendly  foreign  nations,  who,  while  serving  in  any 
capacity  with  the  Air  Force  distinguishes  himself  by  heroism  involving  voluntary  risk  of  life  under  condi¬ 
tions  other  than  those  of  conflict  with  an  armed  enemy  of  the  United  States.  The  saving  of  a  life  or  the 
success  of  the  voluntary  heroic  act  is  not  essential  for  consideration  for  an  award  (act  of  2  July  1926,  44 
Stat  789;  10  USC  1428;  ML  1949,  eec.  913)* 

(3)  Authority  to  award  the  Soldier's  Medal  may  be  delected  during  wartime  down  to  include  commanders 
of  numbered  air  forces. 

h.  Bronze  Star  Medal: 

(1)  The  Bronze  Star  Medal  is  a  bronze  star  bearing  in  the  center  a  smaller  star  of  the  same  color. 
The  ribbon  is  predominantly  red  with  a  white-edged  narrow  blue  band  in  the  center  and  white  lines  at  each 
edge . 

(2)  The  Bronze  Star  Medal,  established  by  Executive  Order  Ho.  9419,  4  February  1944  (10  USC  1412 
note), is  awarded  to  any  person  who,  while  serving  in  any  capacity  with  the  Air  Force, distinguishes  himself 
either  by  heroism  in  surface  combat  against  an  armed  enemy  of  the  United  States, or  by  meritorious  achieve¬ 
ment  or  meritorious  service  not  involving  participation  in  aerial  flight,  but  in  connection  with  military 
operations  agiinet  an  enemy. 

(3)  The  Bronze  Star  Medal  when  awarded  for  heroism  is  marked  by  a  bronze  letter  MVM  (for  valor )clasp- 
ed  to  the  ribbon.  Only  one  such  "V"  is  authorized;  additional  awards  are  designated  by  oak-leaf  clusters. 

.  (4)  Authority  to  award  the  Bronze  Star  Medal  to  United  States  personnel  may  be  delegated  during  war¬ 
time  down  to  include  commanders  of  air  divisions, but  awards  to  foreign  persons  will  not  be  delected  below 
conaanders  of  oversea  air  conmands.

i.  Air  Medal: 

(1)  The  Air  Medal  is  a  bronze  compass  rose  displaying  an  eagle  in  flight  bearing  lightning  flashes. 
The  ribbon  is  predominantly  blue  with  two  orange-gold  bands  Just  inside  the  edges. 

(2)  The  Air  Medal,  established  by  Executive  Order  9158,  11  May  19*+2  (ML  19^9,  page  12),  as  amended, 

is  awarded  to  any  person  who,  while  serving  in  any  capacity  with  the  Air  Force,  distinguishes  himself  by 
meritorious  achievement  while  participating  in  aerial  flight.  It  my  be  awarded  to  recognize  single  acts 
of  merit  or  sustained  operational  activities  against  an  enemy  of  the  United  States. 

(3)  Authority  to  award  the  Air  Medal  my  be  delegated  during  wartime  down  to  Include  commanders  of 
air  divisions. 

J.  Commendation  Ribbon : 

(1)  The  Commendation  Ribbon  consists  of  a  ribbon  and  medallion.  The  medallion  is  a  bronze  hexagon 
bearing  the  eagle,  shield,  and  arrows  from  the  seal  of  the  Department  of  Defense.  The  ribbon  is  medium 
green  with  white  edges  and  five  white  lines  in  the  center. 

(2)  The  Canmendatlon  Ribbon,  established  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  18  December  19^5  (War  Department 
Circular  377,  19^5),  is  awarded  to  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States  who,  while  serving  In 
any  capacity  with  the  Air  Force,  distinguish  themselves  by  meritorious  achievement  or  meritorious  service. 
The  degree  of  merit  need  not  be  unique  but  it  must  be  distinctive. 

(3)  A  member  or  former  member  of  the  Armed  Forces  who  received  an  individual  letter  of  conmendatlon , 
dated  between  7  December  1951  and  1  January  19^6,  bearing  the  signature  of  an  officer  above  the  grade  of 
brigadier  general,  or  of  an  officer  occupying  a  position  of  major  general  or  above,  may  submit  such  letter 
to  the  Director  of  Military  Person-del,  Headquarters  USAF,  Washington  25,  D.C.,  for  evaluation.  Considera¬ 
tion  will  be  given  to  these  letters  as  evidence  of  meritorious  achievement  or  meritorious  service  warrant¬ 
ing  an  award  of  the  Commendation  Ribbon,  provided  that  the  achievement  or  service  was  not  previously  rec¬ 
ognized  by  another  decoration. 

(4)  Authority  to  award  the  Commendation  Ribbon  to  personnel  below  the  grade  of  major  is  delegated  to 
connanders  of  major  air  commands.  In  wartime,  authority  may  be  delegated  down  to  include  comnanders  of  air 
divisions. 

k.  purple  Heart: 

(1)  The  Purple  Heart  is  a  heart-shaped  pendant  of  purple  enamel  bearing  the  relief  head  of  General 
Washington  in  gold  and  the  Washington  shield  In  colors.  ThS  ribbon  is  dark  purple  with  white  edges. 

(2)  The  Purple  Heart,  established  by  General  George  Washington  in  1782  and  reestablished  by  War  De¬ 
partment  General  Orders  No.  3,  1932,  is  awarded  to  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States,  and 

civilian  citizens  of  the  United  States, who,  while  serving  with  the  Air  Force, are  wounded  in  action  against 
an  enemy  of  the  United  States.  The  wound  must  have  necessitated  medical  treatment  and  must  have  been  re¬ 
ceived  as  a  direct  result  of  an  act  of  the  enemy.  Indirect  results  of  enemy  action,  such  as  disease, 

exposure, or  personal  Injury  not  directly  attributable  to  an  act  of  the  enemy, are  not  a  basis  for  an  award. 
Multiple  wounds  received  at  the  same. instant  are  counted  as  a  basis  for  but  one  award. 

(3)  Posthumous  awards  of  the  Purple  Heart  to  Air  Force  personnel  killed  in  action  will  be  made  by  the 
Department  of  the  Air  Force. 

(4)  Authority  to  award  the  Purple  Heart  may  be  delegated  during  wartime  down  to  Include  connanders  or 
groups  or  cocqparable  organizations. 

5.  CIVILIAN  DECORATIONS : 

a.  Medal  for  Merit: 

(1)  The  Medal  for  Merit  consists  of  a  bronze  eagle  upon  a  circle  of  blue  enamel  with  white  stars, 
suspended  from  a  ribbon  of  magenta  silk  centering  two  white  lines. 

(2)  The  Medal  for  Merit,  established  by  law,  is  awarded  to  civilians  who  distinguish  themselves  by 
exceptionally  meritorious  conduct  in  the  performance  of  outstanding  services.  Awards  to  foreign  civilians 
were  limited  to  those  of  Allied  nations  who  aided  in  World  War  II.  This  award  is  con^jarable  to  the  Dis¬ 
tinguished  Service  Medal  (act  of  20  July  19^2,  5 8  Stat  662;  10  USC  lU08b  (2);  ML  19^9,  sec.  92^a  (2),  as 
amended). 

(3)  Authority  to  award  the  Medal  for  Merit  is  vested  in  the  President  of  the  United  States  who  estab¬ 
lished  the  Medal  for  Merit  Board  to  consider  reconmendations  submitted  by  the  services  and  other  agencies. 

b.  President's  Certificate  of  Merit: 

(l)  The  President's  Certificate  of  Merit,  unlike  most  other  decorations,  has  neither  ribhon  nor 
medallion.  It  consists  solely  of  a  certificate  signed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
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(2)  The  President's  Certificate  of  Her  it,  established  by  Executive  Order  973b;  6  June  lgLj.as  amended , 
vas  awarded  to  any  civilian  who  performed  a  meritorious  act  or  service  aiding  the  United  States  or  its 
allies  during  World  War  II.  The  merit  vas  of  high  degree. 

c.  Medal  of  Freedom: 

.(l)  The  Medal  of  Freedom  is  a  circular  "bronze  medallion  bearing  the  head  of  the  goddess  of  freedom 
with  a  ribbon  of  red  silk  centering  four  white  lines. 

(2)  The  Medal  of  Freedom,  established  by  Executive  Order  9506*  6  July  19^5 >  as  amended,  by  Executive 
Order  1033^fIQay  toe  awarded  to  any  person  not  hereinafter  specifically  excluded, who,  on  or  after  7  December 
19^1,  has  performed  a  meritorious  act  or  service  which  has  either; 

(a)  Aided  the  United  States  in  the  prosecution  of  a  war  against  an  enemy  or  enemies,  or 

(b)  Aided  any  nation  engaged  with  the  United  StateB  in  the  prosecution  of  a  war  against  a  common 
enemy  or  enemies,  or 

(c)  Furthered  the  interests  of  the  security  of  the  United  States  or  of  any  nation  allied  or 
associated  with  the  United  States  during  any  period  of  national  emergency  declared  by  the  President 
or  the  Congress, and  for  which  act  or  service  the  award  of  any  other  United  States  medal  or  decoration 
is  considered  inappropriate. 

Note:  In  special  circumstances  and  without  regard  to  the  existence  of  a  state  of  war  or  national  emergen¬ 
cy,  Uhe  Medal  of  Freedom  my  also  be  awarded  by,  or  at  the  direction  of, the  President  of  the  United  States, 
to  any  person,  not  hereinafter  specifically  excluded,  for  performance  of  a  meritorious  act  or  service  in 
the  interests  of  the  security  of  the  United  States. 

(3)  The  Medal  of  Freedom  will  not  be  awarded  to  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  for  any  act  or  service 
performed  within  the  continental  limits  of  the  United  States;  neither  will  it  be  awarded  to  a  member  of 
the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States.  Awards  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  will  be  without  reference 
to  degree  and  the  Medal  of  Freedom  without  Palm  will  be  issued. 

(*0  Awards  to  citizens  and  members  of  armed  forces  of  foreign  nations  are  made  In  the  following 
degrees  which  correspond  to  the  respective  military  decorations  indicated: 

(a)  Gold  Palm  (Legion  of  Merit,  Chief  Commander) 

(b)  Silver  Palm  (Legion  of  Merit,  Commander) 

(c)  Bronze  Palm  (Legion  Merit,  officer  or  Legionnaire) 

(d)  Without  Palm  (Bronze  Star  Medal) 

d.  Exceptional  Service  Award : 

(1)  The  Exceptional  Service  Award  consists  of  a  gold  colored  medal  bearing  the  Air  Force  coat  of  arms 
within  a  wreath  of  laurel  leaves  and  a  ribbon  of  dark  blue  silk  centering  three  dotted  golden-orange  lines, 

(2)  The  Exceptional  Service  Award,  established  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force,  30  August  1948, 
recognizes  United  States  civilians  not  employed  by  the  Air  Force, who  distinguish  themselves  by  exceptional 
services  rendered  to  the  Department  of  the  Air  Force.  This  award  corresponds  to  the  Exceptional  Civilian 
Service  Award  which  is  awarded  only  to  civilian  employees  of  the  Department  of  the  Air  Force. 

e«  Air  Force  Scroll  of  Appreciation: 

(1)  The  Air  Force  Scroll  of  Appreciation  consists  of  a  signed  citation  describing  the  act  or  service 
being  recognized.  It  is  not  accompanied  by  a  lapel  pin  or  other  device. 

(2)  The  Air  Force  Scroll  of  Appreciation,  established  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force,  August  1948, 
recognizes  heroic  or  meritorious  achievement  or  service  rendered  to  any  activity  of  the  Department  of  the 
Air  Force  by  any  person  not  in  the  armed  forces  or  employ  of  the  government.  It  may  be  awarded  to  groups 
or  organizations  as  well  as  to  individuals.  Recossnendations,  including  supporting  evidence  and  a  proposed 
citation,  may  be  submitted  through  channels  by  any  activity  within  the  Air  Force. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AIR  FORCE  PERSONNEL 

Military  personnel  who  have  been  cocmiBsioned ,  appointed,  or  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Air  Force. 

DEPARTMpT  OF  ARM 1  PERSONNEL 

Military  personnel  who  have  been  commissioned,  appointed,  or  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army.  Such  person¬ 
nel  included  herein  are  identified  as  SCARWAF. 

DEPARTMENTAL  STATUS 

The  basic  department  of  the  Department  of  Defense  in  which  an  Individual  is  currently  commissioned,  appointed 
or  enlisted,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  such  Individual  has  been  placed  on  duty  with  another  of  the  departments. 
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FIRST  TERM  AIRMEN 

A  Regular  Air  Force  Airman  serving  on  his  first  enlistment  in  the  United  States  Air  Force. 

FRIKCE  BENEFITS 

Benefits  which  are  not  a  part  of  military  pay  made  directly  to  USAF  personnel  and  are  such  as  medical  care  for 
dependents,  commissary  privileges,  etc. 

FUNCTIONAL  CATEGORY  (APPLIES  TO  CAREER  FIELD) 

” A  grouping  of  airman  career  fields  Into  four  broad  categories  of  highly  technical,  technical,  semi-technical, 
and  non -technical  Jobe  to  be  performed. 

FUNCTIONAL  GROUP 

The  general  grouping  of  personnel  according  to  their  status  as  to  permanent  party  or  pipeline.

GRADE 

Grade  as  used  in  this  report  applies  to  grade  In  which  individuals  are  currently  serving. 

IMMEDIATE  REENLISTMENT 

A  reenlistment  In  the  Regular  Air  Force  within  2k  hours  within  the  3ame  unit  from  which  separated. 

DIACTIVE  FEDERAL  MILITARY  SERVICE  ' 

All  military  service  other,  than  active,  whether  oa  a  commissioned  officer,  warrant  or  flight  officer,  or  in  en¬ 
listed  status.  (AFR  35-3) 

INDEFINITE  TERM  OF  ENLISTMENT 

An  unspecified  period  of  time. 

INTACT  UNIT 

A  unit  with  all  elements  of  a  unit. 

MUSTERING  POT  PAY  (MOP) 

An  extra  sum  of  money  payable  to  any  of  certain  persons  upon  or  after  his  release  from  active  duty  for  service 
during  wartime .  It  is  not  to  be  confused  with  terminal -leave  pay. 

OCCUPATIONAL  AREA 

A  grouping  Of  two  or  more  career  fields  having  an  occupational  or  functional  relationship. 

OPERATING  CONTROL 

Control  exercised  over  the  combat  or  service  operation  of  subordinate  or  other  organizations.  Operational  con¬ 
trol  c«nprlse3  those  functions  of  a  command  involving  the  composition  of  subordinate  forces,  the  assignment  of  tdsksr 
the  designation  of  objectives,  and  the  authoritative  direction  necessary  to  accomplish  the  mission.  Normally  It  does 
not  Include  such  matters  as  administration,  discipline,  or  internal  organization. 

OPERATING  LOCATION 

A  permanent  duty  station  of  an  Individual.  A  station  Is  considered  permanent  If  the  orders  specify  a  period  of 
three  months  or  longer.  If  no  period  1b  specified, the  duty  stetion  Is  considered  permanent. 

PERMANENT  PARTY  PERSONNEL 

Those  personnel  assigned  to  a  unit  to  perform  their  principal  duty  in  the  furtherance  of  the  missions  of  the 
unit  and  who  are  properly  chargeable  against  the  authorization  of  the  unit.  This  is  to  Include  assigned  over  - 
strength. 

PIPELINE  PERSONNEL 

Those  USAF,  SCARWAF,  and  Navy  personnel  who  are  (assigned  to  an  Air  Force  Unit  temporarily  for  the  purpose  of  ad 
ministration  and  enlistment,  replacement  processing,  training  or  hospitalization),  i.e.,  those  who  are  temporarily  lri 
effective.  Such  personnel  are  not  chargeable  against  the  specific  authorizations  of  the  unit  to  which  they  are  assi¬ 
gned  while  in  a  pipeline  status.  Pipeline  is  composed  of  transients,  patients,  and  students. 

TRANSIENTS 

(1)  Ore  r se  as  Re  placemen  t  s : Ffc  ra  onne 1  who  are  assigned  to  a  unit  specifically  charged  with  administering 
processing  for  overseas  movement.  They  are  assigned  for  further  reassignment  and  movement  to  duty  with  a  Continental 


US  unit. 
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PIPELINE  PERSONNEL  (Continued) 

(2)  Returneea;  Personnel  who  are  assigned  to  a  unit  specifically  charged  with  administering  and  process¬ 
ing  individuals  returned  from  overseas.  They  are  assigned  for  further  reassignment  and  movement  to  duty  with  a  Con¬ 
tinental  US  lilit. 

(3)  Tillers;  Personnel  assigned  temporarily  to  a  unit  who  are  awaiting  reassignment  to  another  unit  for 
duty,  for  return  to  duty,  training,  or  oversea  movement.  This  group  may  include  enlistees  (other  than  those  persons 
Immediately  sent  to  a  basic  military  training  wing),  persons  recalled  to  Extended  Active  Duty  (EAD)  who  are  awaiting 
permanent  assignments,  prisoners,  prisoners  restored  to  duty,  and  personnel  returned  to  military  control  after 
having  been  dropped  fro©  their  unit  rolls  in  a  missing  or  deserter  status

RATED  PERSONNEL 

USAF  Officers  holding  a  currently  effective  aeronautical  rating. 

REERLISTMEW  IKTEOT 

Expressed  attitude  toward  reenlistment,  made  by  airmen  in  response  to  attitude  questions. 

REGULAR  AIR  FCRCE  FERSCKMEL 

Department  of  the^  Air  Force  military  personnel  who,  by  enlistment,  appointment,  or  commission,  are  members  of 
the  Regular  Air  Force. 

RESERVE  UE'fiL'gKS  TRAINING  CORPS  (ROTC) 

iT  Training  c  ops  with  units  established  at  civilian  educational  institutions  to  qualify  students  for  appointment 
as  reserve  officers. 

SELECTED  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  ATTITUDES 

1.  Selected;  Used  to  imply  that  data  presented  In  this  report  are  not  necessarily  the  complete  body  of 
data;  rather,  data  presented  were  picked  subjectively,  as  being  the  most  pertinent.

TACTICAL  UNIT 

A  unit  organized  for  the  direct  accomplishment  of  combat  mission  or  for  operations  In  direct  support  there¬ 
of  (specifically,  those  types  of  units  listed  In  Table  11,  parts  A,  C  and  D,  AFL  150-10,  2  February  1953)- 
TECHNICAL  SPECIALIST  APTITUDE  INDEX  (TSAl)  SCORE 

A  separate  rating  or  score  for  each  of  certain  AF  Specialties,  indicating  the  predictive  aptitude  of  a  person, 
arrived  at  by  converting  raw  scores  received  on  a  battery  of  aptitude  tests  to  a  standard  score  with  range  of  1 
through  9  (stanlne  score). 

TECHNICAL  TRAINING 

In  a  broad  sense,  that  training  for  both  military  and  civilian  personnel  in  specialties  other  than  those  of  an 
AF  pilot  or  navigator,  as  In  the  phrase  ’Technical  Training  Air  Force.1 
TOTAL  MILITARY  SEFVICE 

Includes  both,  active  and  inactive  military  service. 

TRANSFER 

Permanent  change  in  departmental  status,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  accompanied  by  a  change  of  command  status 
and/or  unit  assignment. 

UNIVERSAL  MILITARY  TRAINING  AND  SERVICE  ACT  (UMTS) 

The”  UMTS  Act  provides  that  all  males  who  first  entered  the  armed  forces  through  Inactive  Reserve  Service  or  Ac¬ 
tive  Duty  after  19  June  1951  and  before  9  August  1955 >  and  who  were  not  yet  26  years  old  when  they  entered,  are  sub¬ 
ject  to  an  eight -year  period  of  Inactive  or  Active  IXity  or  combination  of  such  duty. 

USAF  PERSONNEL 

Those  Department  of  the  Air  Force  military  personnel  assigned  as  permanent  party  or  pipeline  to  a  USAF  or  SCAR- 


WAF  unit.

DEPOT  LEVEL  TRAINING 


Depot  Level  Training  is  training  designed  to  train  Air  Force  personnel  at  depot  level  to  overhaul  equipment  to 
bring  it  up  to  new  standards. 

FATALITY 

This  type  of  attrition  is  a  student  lost  from  a  course  by  reason  of  accidental  death,  occurring  as  a  direct  re¬ 
sult  of  training  while  actually  undergoing  instruction.  (Students  becoming  fatalities  by  reason  of  death  from  other 
causes  are  reported  as  "Other”.) 

FOREIGN  NATIONALS 

Students  who  are  detailed  to  the  school  in  an  attached  status  from  any  foreign  country,  territory,  or  posses¬ 
sion,  excluding  those  possessions  and  territories  of  the  united  States  of  America. 

GRADUATES 

Students  who  have  successfully  completed  a  course  in  which  enrolled. 

HOLDOVERS 

Students  who  do  not  graduate  when  normally  scheduled,  but  are  still  enrolled  in  the  course.  These  students  are 
reported  as  enrolled  at  the  beginning  of  the  ensuing  period  unless  otherwise  disposed  of. 

LOSSES 

Losses  includes  three  groups  of  students : 

1.  'Biose  who  fail  a  course  because  of  academic  or  flying  deficiency. 

2.  Those  who  are  losses  from  service  because  of  fatality  as  a  direct  result  of  training. 

3.  Those  who  are  withdrawn  from  a  course  because  of  illness,  death,  or  any  reason  other  than  1  and  S  above  and 
who  will  not  continue  that  course  at  a  later  date. 

CH  JOB  TRAINING  (GIT) 

A  planned  training  program  under  supervised  instruction  to  qualify  a  person  in  the  performance  of  duties  of  a 
given  AFS  while  working  in  a  duty  assignment  of  the  career  field  ladder- 
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DEFINITIONS. 

STUDENTS 

Training  students  are  those  personnel  enrolled  for  the  purpose  of  undergoing  standardized  courses  of  Instruc¬ 
tion  at  service  schools  conducted  by  the  US  Air  Force,  Army  Navy,  and  Civilian' Schools  and  Hospitals.  (This  group 
Includes  USAF,  Army,  Navy,  and  Civilian  students,  or  foreign  nationals.)  In  referring  to  USAF  training,  students 
fall  under  these  categories: 

1.  Assigned  -  ftrsonnel  assigned  to  the  school  unit  and  for  whom  the  school  unit  is  responsible  for  morn¬ 
ing  report  strength  accountability. 

2.  Attached  -  Personnel  attached  to  the  school  unit  from  other  units  of  the  Air  Force  or  other  Federal  a- 
gencies,  who  are  scheduled  to  return  to  their  respective  units  upon  completion  of  the  course,  and  for 
whom  strength  accountaollity  is  at  all  times  maintained  by  such  other  units. 

UTILIZATION  AIR  FORCE  SPECIALTY  (Utilization  AFS) 

The  AFS  vhich  Identifies  the  most  recent  duty  position  in  the  primary  AFS,  an  additional  AFS,  or  an  AFS  toward 
which  the  airman  is  training.

NOTE:  Annual  strength  figures  are  as  of  30  June  except  as  noted.  The  history  of  the  AAF  falls  into  several  veil  defined  phases.  On  1  August  1907, the  Aeronautical  Div¬ 
ision  of  the  Signal  Corps  vas  established,  and  this  division  continued  until  1  July  191^  when  it  vaa  reorganized  as  the  Aviation  Section  of  the  Signal  Corps.  In  May  1918, 
Army  aviation  vas  divorced  from  the  Signal  Corps  by  Presidential  order  and  comprised  the  Division  of  Military  Aeronautics,  Bureau  of  Aircraft  Production,  and  the  Spruce 
Section  which  had  been  organized  In  November  1917-  (The  latter  was  created  to  expedite  lumber  production  for  aircraft  construction.)  Legislative  cognizance  of  a  sepa¬ 
rate  arm  occurred  on  4  June  1920  when  the  Air  Service  was  created.  The  Air  Corps  was  established  in  July  1926  and  continued  until  the  reorganization  of  the  Army  in  March 
1942.  At  that  time,  the  Army  Air  Forces  came  Into  being  and  continued  under  this  organization  until  the  three  defense  agencies  were  established  in  1947.  On  17  September 
1947,  James  V.  Forreotal  took  the  oath  of  office  as  Secretary  of  Defense.  The  Air  Force  vas  officially  separated  from  the  Army  the  following  day  and  the  new  agency,  U.S. 
Air  Force,  was  established,  but  it  vas  not  until  1948  that  Air  Force  reporting  was  entirely  divorced  from  the  Army.  Blank  qolumns  in  the  table  below  indicate  that  breaks 
were  not  available  for  the  period;  jand  other  necessary  explanations  are  covered  with  foot  notes.  Army  personnel  on  duty  with  the  US  Air  Force  known. as  SCARWAF,  were 
included  in  this  table  from  September  1947  through  June  1955*

ACCESSION 


Action  resulting  in  the  addition  of  a  civilian  employee  to  the  Department  of  the  Air  Force. 
APPOINTMENT 


1.  Excepted  Appointment:  New  appointment  without  regard  to  the  competitive  requirements  of  the  civil  service 
rules  and  regulations  under  authority  of  Schedule  A  or  Schedule  B  to  a  position  which  is  excepted  under  such 
authority. 

2.  Excepted,  permanent:  Baployees  serving  under  excepted  appointments  or  personal  service  contracts  which  con¬ 
tain  no  conditions  or  restrictions  as  to  tenure. 

3*  Excepted,  limited  or  conditional:  Employees  serving  under  excepted  appointments  or  personal  service  con- 
tracts  which  specify  either  conditional  or  indefinite  tenure,  or  specific  time  limitations. 

Competitive,  career:  Appointments  from  civil  service  registers  to  positions  which  are  not  filled  by  career 
conditional  appointments  and  to  other  positions  of  persons  who  have  previously  met  the  service  requirement. 

5«  Competitive,  career -conditional:  Appointments  from  civil  service  registers  which  are  conditional  until  a 
service  requirement  has  been  met. 

6.  Indefinite  Appointment:  Employees  who  are  affected  by  the  following:  On  and  after  December  1,  1950,  all 
new  appointments  shall  be  Indefinite  appointments,  except  those  of  postmasters  in  all  classes  of  post  offices, 
and,  in  unusual  circumstances,  appointments  to  positions  for  which  the  Civil  Service  Commission  determines  that 
probational  appointments  are  in  the  interest  of  the  service. 

7*  Temporary  Appointment :  Civilians  serving  under  temporary  appointments  for  definite  limited  periods  (one 
year  or  less ) . 

EMPLOYEES 


1*  Contract  Hire;  Employees  performing  personal  services  for  the  Air  Force  and  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Air  Force.  Payments  are  made  for  these  services  by  the  Air  Force  to  a  foreign  government  or  other  agench  which 
in  turn  pays  the  employees  concerned. 

Departmental  Civilian  Employees^  Employee  designation  indicating  appointment  to  Headquarters,  USAF. 

3-  Direct  Hire:  Employees  performing  personal  services  for  the  Air  Force  and  vho  are  paid  directly  hy  the  Air 
Force. 

1*.  Full-Time :  Employees  regularly  required  to  work,  as  a  minimum,  the  number  of  hours  and  days  required  by 
administrative  work  week  for  their  employment  group  or  class,  regardless  of  the  nature  of  appointments. 

5*  General  Schedule  (GS):  A  schedule  of  civilian  personnel  which  includes  former  Professional  and  Scientific 
Service  (P  Service),  Clerical,  Administrative,  and  Fiscal  Service  (CAF),  and  the  Sub -professional  Service  (SP 
Service)  established  by  Classification  Act  1949  (PL  429,  Qlst  Congress  Replacing  Classif icatloo  Act  of  1923,  as 
amended . 

6.  Intermittent:  Employees  employed  on  an  irregular  or  occasional  basis  whose  hours  or  days  of  work  are  not 
based  on  a  prearranged  schedule,  and  who  are  compensated  only  for  the  time  when  actually  employed  or  for  ser¬ 
vice  actually  rendered.  (WAE-Special  Consultants  and  Other  than  Special  Consultants). 

7.  Part-Time :  Employees  regularly  employed  on  a  prearranged  schedule  whose  working  time  is  less  than  that 
prescribed  for  full-time  employees  in  the  same  group  or  class ;  excludes  special  consultants. 

8.  Salaried:  Employees  whose  wage  rates  are  established  by  law  under  the  Classification  Act  of  1949  and  amend¬ 
ments  thereto. 

9.  Special  Consultants:  Civilian  consultants  with  "excepted  appointments"  (excluded  from  provisions  of  the 
Classification  Act  *>f  1949)  for  a  specified  number  of  days,  not  to  exceed  one  year,  and  vho  receive  a  stipulat¬ 
ed  amount  of  compensation  for  the  days  actually  enmloved.

The  preference, with  respect  to  conditions  of  employment,  ae  allowed  under  the  Veterans  Preference  Act  as  amend¬ 
ed.  This  preference  covers  ex-servicemen,  mothers  entitled  to  preference  under  Public  Laws  396  and  888  (80th 
Congress),  wives  of  service  connected  disabled  ex-servicemen,  and  widows  of  servicemen  or  ex-servicemen. 

5  Point: 


1.  Veterans  (Male  and  Female)  -  Civilians  employed  as  of  the  end  of  the  month,  who  were  ’’Veterans"  re¬ 
sult Tng-fromtEnF*oviracTIve  mi  liter  y  or  naval  service  in  or  prior  to  World  War  I  or  World  War  II. 

10  Point: 

1.  Veterans  (Male  and  Female)  -  Civilians  employed  as  of  the  end  of  the  month,  who  were  "Veterans"  with 
service  connected  disability  resulting  from  their  own  active  military  or  naval  service  in  or  prior  to 
World  War  I  or  World  War  II. 

2.  Wives  -  Civilians  employed  at  the  end  of  the  month,  who  had  established  veterans  preference  as  wives 
of  service  connected  disabled  veterans. 

3.  Widows  -  Civilians  employed  at  the  end  of  the  month,  who  had  established  veterans  preference  as  the 
unremarried  widows  of  deceased  veterans. 

fc.  Mothers  -  Civilians  employed  at  the  end  of  the  month,  who  had  established  veterans  preference  as  the 
mother  of  a  deceased  "Veteran"  son  or  daughter  who  served  on  honorable  duty  in  the  US  Service  or  the  mother 
of  a  permanently  disabled  ’’Veteran"  providing  the  mother  is  widowed,  divorced,  or  the  wife  of  a  permanent¬ 
ly  disabled  husband  (living  husband  may  be  either  or  not  the  father  of  the  "Veteran").

ACTIVE  RTTY  MILITARY  PERSONNEL 

Coils  is  tB  of  all  military  personnel  who  are  on  extended  active  duty.  Excluded  are  military  personnel  who  are  on 
short  tours  of  duty. 

ADMISSION  FROM  DUTY 

The  enrollment  in  a  patient  status  of  a  military  person  whose  treatment  requires  that  he  be  excused  from  duty 
beyond  midnight  of  the  day  on  which  he  reported  for  treatment,  whether  treated  in  a  hospital,  a  dispensary  or 
quarters.  A  patient  is  considered  as  admitted  from  duty  only  once  during  a  continous  period  of  treatment:  if  be 
is  transferred  from  one  medical  facility  to  another,  the  transfer  is  not  an  admission  from  duty.  The  term  includes 
patients  admitted  to  non-military  medical  facilities  when  the  reporting  facility  has  assumed  responsibility  for  the 
records  of  the  patient.  Admissions  from  AWOL,  except  those  AWOL  from  a  patient  status,  axe  counted  as  admissions 
from  duty.  The  term  excludes  persons  treated  on  an  outpatient  status,  and  cases  carded  for  record  only. 

ADMISSIONS  RATE 

A  measure  which  indicates  the  frequency  of  patients  being  relieved  from  duty  because  of  medical  reasons.  Hence, 
the  admission  rate  is  based  on  admissions  from  duty.  The  conversion  of  number  of  admissions  to  Bhov  the  number  of 
admissions  that  would  occur  during  a  year  if  admissions  occurred  throughout  an  entire  year  at  the  same  frequency  as 
In  the  period  of  observation,  per  thousand  average  strength  is  termed  the  annual  admission  rate  and  is  computed  as 
follows:

ADMISSIONS  TO  HOSPITALS  AMD  CLASS  ”A"  DISPENSARIES 

Include  all  patients  admitted  to  the  wards  of  an  Air  Force  hospital  or  Class  MA"  Dispensary  whether  from  duty 
or  by  transfer  from  another  medical  facility.  Excluded  are  cases  treated  in  quarters,  or  in  a  duty  status,  or  in  a 
nonmilitary  medical  facility. 

AVERAGE  OCCUPIED  BEDS 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  occupying  beds  in  hospitals  and  Class  " A”  Dispensaries  as  of  midnight  of  a 

given  day  .  '  ’  .  * 

AVERAGE  STRENGTH  SERVED 

Includes  not  only  those  U.  S.  active  duty  military  personnel  for  whom  a  base  holds  sick  call,  but  also  those 
U.  S.-  active  duty  military  personnel  reporting  elsewhere  (Dispensaries)  for  sick  call  but  attached  to  the  base  for 
in-patient  care. 

CASUALTY 

Any  person  who  is  dead  (from  any  cause)  or  whose  services  are  lost  to  his  unit  for  24  hours  or  more  because  of 
involuntary  absence  (missing),  capture,  internment,  or  wounds,  or  injuries  requiring  admission  to  a  medical  treatment 
facility.  Any  person  undergoing  treatment  for  wounds  or  injuries  as  of  2400  local  time,  is  considered  as  having 
been  lost  to  his  unit  for  24  hours  or  longer.  Mental  disorders,  psychoneurotic  cases,  colds  and  other  diseases  (not 
causing  death)  are  not  included  as  casualties.  Casualties  are  divided  into  "battle’*  and  "nonbattle"  categories. 
CAUSATIVE  AOEMT 

That  instrumentality,  factor,  or  occurrence  resulting  in  death,  wound,  injury,  or  missing  status. 

COMPLETE  PHYSICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

Include  only  routine  physical  examinations  performed  in  accordance  with  USAF  directives  and  recorded  on  the  re¬ 
port  of  medical  examinations  (standard  Fora  08);  physical  inspections  of  food  handlers  or  barbers  are  oot  Included 
nor  are  examinations  for  personnel  reporting  sick. 

DEATHS 

Includes  those  persons  killed  outright  (or  dying  before  reaching  a  medical  treatment  facility);  those  wounded 
or  injured  persons  who  subsequently  died  of  their  wounds  or  injuries  (after  being  admitted  to  a  medical  treatment 
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MEDICAL  ACTIVITY,  CASUALTIES,  AND  PATIENT  TRANSPORT  (ContinU«d)

facility);  those  persona  reported  as  missing  who  were  either  subsequently  conclusively  determined  to  have  been 
killed,  or  who,  having  been  in  a  missing  status  for  a  year  or  more,  were  presumed  to  be  no  longer  living;  whether  or 
not  these  incidents  occurred  "in  action"  or  under  "battle11  or  "nonbattle"  conditions. 

FULL  TIME  EqJIVALETO  PERSONNEL 

Are  total  assigned  and  attached  personnel  converted  into  actual  full -tine  strength;  for  example,  10  individuals 
employed  on  a  full-time  basis  and  4  individuals  employed  on  a  half-time  basis,  are  considered  to  be  12  full-time 
equivalents. 

HOSPITALIZATION  RATIO 

The  proportion  of  strength  occupying  hospital  and  Class  "A"  Dispensary  beds  on  an  average  day  (of  the  period 

for  which  it  Is  computed).  It  differs  from  the  noneffective  ratio  in  that  quarters  or  Class  "B"  Dispensary  patients 

are  excluded.  The  ratio  is  computed  per  100  strength  as  follows: 

Number  of  sick  days  In  hospital  and  dispensary  in  the  period  X  100 
Average  daily  strength  X  number  of  days  in  the  period 

or: 

Dally  average  number  of  patients  occupying  hospital  and  dispensary  beds

INCIDENCE 

A  count  of  diagnostic  entites  reported,  as  distinguished  from  number  of  patients  admitted. 

MISSING 

Aqy  person  is  missing  who  is  involuntarily  absent  or  who  fails  to  return  from  a  scheduled  flight  or  mission, 
who  is  not  known  to  be  dead,  AWOL,  in  a  hospital,  in  confinement,  on  leave,  or  in  any  other  absent  category. 
NONBATTLE  CASUALTY 

Any  dead  (including  those  as  a  result  of  disease),  or  wounded,  injured  or  missing  person,  not  classed  as "Battle" 
casualty  are  defined  herein.  All  self-inflicted  wounds  or  injuries  and  injuries  due  to  elements  such  as  frostbite 
and  trenchfoot  are  considered  to  be  "nonbattle".  If  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  whether  a  casualty,  occurring  under 
combat  mission  conditions,  was  due  to  "nonbattle 11  factors,  the  casualty  is  classed  as  "bottle"  and  not  as  "nonbat  tie." 
HONKFFJOTIVENESS 

The  temporary  loss  of  manpower  from  duty,  in  this  context  for  medical  reasons. 

NONEFFECrlVE  ratio 

The  proportion  of  strength  not  available  for  duty  on  an  average  day  (of  the  period  for  which  it  la  computed) 
because  of  medical  reasons  whether  under  treatment  in  hospital,  dispensary,  or  quarters.  The  ratio  Is  computed 
per  100  strength  as  follows:

Are  those  examinations  or  tests  administered  to  personnel,  military  or  civilian,  exposed  to  industrial- type 
hazards . 

RETURNS  TO  MILITARY  CONTROL 

Persons,  previously  reported  as  missing,  who  have  returned  to  military  control  from  a  missing  status.

Investigations  conducted  to  determine  facts  related  to  security  control  measures  designed  to  Insure  the  safe¬ 
guarding  of  information,  personnel,  equipment  and  installations  against  the  sabotage,  espionage  or  subversive  acti¬ 
vities  of  foreign  powers  and  of  disaffected  or  dissident  groups  or  indivieuals  which  nay  constitute  a  threat  to  the 
internal  security  of  the  Air  Force.

Investigations  Initiated  by  offices  of  origin  or  auxiliary  offices  pursuant  to  requests  from  the  proper  comman¬ 
der  or  the  Chief  of  Staff,  USAF. 

INVESTIGATIONS  FENDING 

Investigations  opened  by  offices  or  origin  or  auxiliary  offices  on  which,  as  of  the  date  such  investigations 
are  inventories,  there  remains  further  investigative  work  and  reporting  to  be  done  before  they  may  be  considered  in¬ 
vest  I  gat  ions  closed. 

OFFICE  OF  ORIGIN  DIVESTIGAT I CN  S  -  (short  terminology  -  "Origin") 

investigations  of  any  nature  conducted  by  t&  Directorate  of  Special  Invest  lotions  or  a  District  Office  in 
which,  in  accordance  with  OSI  policy,  that  office  assumes  the  control  of  the  entire  Investigation. 

PERSONNEL  SECURITY  INVESTIGATIONS 

Investigations  conducted  to  determine  facts  upon  which  the  requesting  cocmander  can  decide  whether  to  grant  or 
deny  to  the  subjects  of  the  invest  lotions  access  to  restricted  areas  and/or  classified  defense  information.  The 
loyalty  and  security  program  within  the  executive  departments  established  the  requirement  for  such  investigations, 
and  they  are  governed  by  law,  OSD  directives  and  Air  Force  policies.

PROVOST  MARSHAL 


Provost  Kbrshal  Statistics  are  a  collection  of  selected  data  concerning  corrections,  security  violations,  and 
delinquencies  charged  to  Worldwide  Military  Personnel  on  active  duty.  The  statistics  reported  in  this  section  are 
derived  frcn  AF  Form  511,  "Provost  J-fersbal  Activities  Report." 

The  following  definitions  affect  this  portion  of  the  Morale  Reports: 

DEFINITIONS 

ABSENT  WITHOUT  LEAVE  (AWOL) 

~  The  status  or  the  offense  of  any  member  of  the  Air  Force,  who,  without  proper  authority: 

(1)  Fails  to  go  to  bis  appointed  place  of  duty  at  the  tine  prescribed,  or 

(2)  Goes  from  that  place,  or 

(3)  Absents  himself  or  remains  absent  from  his  unit,  organization,  or  other  place  of  duty  which  he  is  re¬ 
quired  to  be  at  the  time  prescribed  (Uniform  Code  of  Military  Justice,  Article  86)  (See  AFR  35-73  1-fc  dated:  2 
August  1955 • ) 

APPREHENSION 

a.  Cooperation  of  State  and  Local  Police  Forces.  Commanders  of  zone  of  interior  major  air  commands  will  take 

steps  to  secure  the  active  cooperation  of  all  State  and  local  police  forces  and  such  other  officials  and  organiza¬ 
tions  as  they  may  consider  useful  to  insure  the  person’s  prompt  return  to  military  control.  Such  agencies  will  be 
informed  that  they  should  not  take  action  to  apprehend  an  absentee  or  deserter  unless  they  are  in  receipt  of  either 
DD  Form  553  or  information  from  an  officer  of  the  Air  Force  that  the  person  is  an  absentee  or  deserter  whose  return 
to  military  control  is  desired.  Commanders  of  major  air  cccaaands  overseas  will  take  such  action  as  the  local  situa¬ 
tion  my  warrant .  r  ' 

b.  fersonnel  Authorized  to  Apprehend; 

(1)  Military.  Members  of  the  Armed  Forces  are  authorized  to  aoprehend  absentees  and  deserter  in  the  circum¬ 
stances  described  in  MCM,  1951>  paragraphs  17,  l8,  and  19. 

(2)  Civilians .  Any  civil  officer  having  authority  to  apprehend  offenders  under  the  lava  of  the  United 
States  or  any  State,  district,  Territory,  or  Possession  of  the  United  States  may  summarily  apprehend 
a  deserter  from  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States  and  deliver  him  into  the  custody  of  the  Armed 
Forces  of  the  United  States  (Uniform  Code  of  Military  Justice,  Article  8).  Generally,  a  private  citi¬ 
zen  does  not  have  any  authority  to  apprehend  a  desbrter  unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  a  military  officer 
(distribution  of  DD  Form  553  has  been  held  to  be  sufficient  authorization). 

CUSTODY  GRADE 

Prisoners  will  be  classified  as  being  in  a  minimum,  medium^ or  maximum  custody  grade  in  accordance  with  the  cri¬ 
teria  outlined  in  (l),  (2),  and  (3)  below.  The  initial  classification  will  be  determined  by  the  confinement  officer 
based  upon  the  nature  of  the  offense,  demeanor  of  the  prisoner  upon  admission,  and  any  other  pertinent  information 
available . 

(1)  Minimum  custody  prisoners--  Those  who  are  sufficiently  stable,  dependable,  and  trustworthy  who  require 
little  or  no  custodial  supervision. 

(2)  Medium  custody  prisoners  require  continual  supeijislon,  but. their  escape  would  not  threaten  life,,  limber 

property.  ■  - 

(3)  Maximum  custody  prisoner--  Those  whose  escape  would  present  a  distinct  threat  to  the  safety  of  life, limb 
or  property,  and  who  require  special  custodial  controls  and  handling.

AF  RESERVE 

ACTIVE  DUTY  PGR  TRAINING 

Full-time  duty  with  the  active  establishment  for  the  purpose  of  training.  All  tours  accrapl IshcA  under  the 
pro  vision  a  of  APB  35-76  are  Included  in  this  definition. 

AIR  FORCE  RESERVE  SPECIALIST  TRAINING  CENTER  UNIT 

A  non -Table  of  Organisation,  composite  type  unit  composed  of  persona  who  vill  be  required  in  the  event  of  full 
and/or  partial  mobilization,  and  who  n ay  possess  either  Ready  Reserve  or  Standby  Reserve  status. 

AIR  FglCB  RESERVE  TRAINING  CENTER 

A  Table  of  Distribution  unit  of  the  regular  Air  Force,  comprising  such  equipment,  facilities  and  permanent  paity 
personnel  as  are  necessary  to  conduct  the  training  and  administration  of  the  Reserve  t/o&E  units  assigned  to  It  and 
to  conduct  the  administration  of  unae signed  Reservists. 

AERIAL  PORT  SqJADR0K3  (AP  8q) 

T/0  units  whose  personnel  are  trained  in  the  functions  carried  on  at  air  terminals  and  whose  specialty  Is  load¬ 
ing,  unloading  and  dropping  of  supplies  from  aircraft. 

AP  RESERVE  CCMBAT  SUPPORT  TRAINING  (AFRC3T) 

"  T/O  units,  such  as  Air  Depot  Wings,  whose  personnel  are  trained  in  logistical  functions  to  the  combat  units. 
AP  RESERVE  COMBAT  TRAINING  (APRCT) 

T/0  units  whose  personnel  are  trained  In  direct  combat  and  close  supporting  functions. 

AIRWAYS  ARP  AIR  COMPLICATIONS  SQUADRON  (AACS) 

T/0  units  whose  personnel  are  trained  In  ccnnaunications  with  aircraft  In  flight  as  well  as  with  airways  sta¬ 
tions  for  the  purpose  of  safe  movement  of  aircraft. 

AIR  RESERVE  SQUADRONS  (Air  National  Guard  Nurse  Training)  (ARS  (AMT) 

Noa-T/O  units  made  up  of  nurses  whose  personnel” are  attached  to,  and  train  with,  Air  National  Guard  units. 

AIR  RESERVE  SggADRQN  (Navigational  Training)  (AR3  (Nav) 

-  Noa-T/O  units  made  up  oY  navigators  who  train  In  navigational  methods  and  procedures. 

AIR  RESERVE  UNIT  PffiflONBEL  (General  Training)  (ARU  (Pen) 

Those  AP  Reserve  personnel,  who  are  assigned  to  Non  T/o  AF  Reserve  units,  and  participate  In  individual  general 

type  training. 

AIR  RESERVE  UNIT  PERSONNEL  (Specialized  Training  for  Non -pay)  (ARU  (9-KP) 

Those  AF  Reserve  personnel,  who  are  assigned  to  Non  T/O  AF  Reserve  Units  «~nd  participate  In  individual  special¬ 
ized  type  training,  but  do  not  qualify  for  inactive  duty  training  pay. 

AIR  RESERVE  UNIT  PERSONNEL  (Specialized  Training  for  Pay)  (ARU  (S-P) 

Those  AP  Reserve  personnel  who  are  assigned  to  Non  T/0  AF  Reserve  units  and  part lc lap te  in  individual  special¬ 
ize^  type  training  and  who  qualify  for  Inactive  duty  training  pay. 

AF  RESERVE  FLYING  TRAINING  (AFRIT) 

T/0  units  whose  personnel  participate  In  training  that  would  enable  them  to  train  pilots  in  case  of  mobilization 
(AraFT  was  composed  of  six  Pilot  Training  Wings  until  May  1955  at  which  time  these  wings  were  redesignated  AF  Re  - 
serve  Combat  Training  Wings). 

INACTIVE  STATUS  LIST  RESERVE  SECTION  (I3LR3) 

All  personnel  within  the  Standby  Reserve  of  the  Air  Force  Reserve  who  have  completed  their  total  obligated  Re¬ 
serve  service  as  required  by  law,  who  are  unable,  or  unwilling,  to  participate  In  prescribed  training,  who  request 
such  status  and  whose  continued  retention  In  the  Air  Force  Reserve  is  determined  to  be  In  the  best  interest  of  the 


Air  Force.

AF  RESERVE  (Continued) 


INELIGIBLE  RESERVE  SECTION  (iRS) 

Those  personae!  who  by  law  have  a  reserve  obligation  but  do  not,  and  are  not,  required  to  participate  In  any 
kind  of  reserve  training. 

INACTIVE  DUTY  TRAINING 

Training  performed  by  member  a  of  the  Air  Force  Reserve  not  on  active  duty.  This  Inactive  duty  training  Includes 
training  for  pay  and/or  non-pay  through  participation  in  training  periods  and  unit  training  assemblies  or  the  per¬ 
formance  of  equivalent  duties  in  place  of  attendance  at  a  unit  training  assembly . 

MOBILIZATION  ASSIGNMENT  RESERVE  (MQAR) 

An  Air  Force  Reserve  Officer  or  airman  not  on  extended  active  duty  who  requires  regular  and  frequent  training 
to  attain  or  retain  proficiency  in  his  mobilization  position.  Such  persons  possess  Ready  Reserve  status  and  ore  eli¬ 
gible  for  Inactive  duty  training  pay  and  authorized  active  duty  training. 

MOBILIZATION  DESIGNATION  RESERVE  (MDR) 

An  Air  Force  Reserve  officer  or  airman  not  on  extended  active  duty  vhc*  by  virtue  of  previous  military  experieme 
and/or  the  similarity  of  his  civilian  occupation  to  his  duty  AFSC,  is  capable  of  filling  a  mobilization  position 
with  a  minimum  of  training.  Such  persons  my  possess  Ready  or  Standby  Reserve  status.  A  mobilization  designee  is  not 
eligible  for  Inactive  duty  training  pay,  but  is  eligible  for  active  duty  training  subject  to  the  availability  of 


HON -AFFILIATED  RESERVE  SECTION  (KARS) 

AF  Reserve  personnel  who  are  not  assigned  to  an  AF  Reserve  unit  and  who  do  not  have  a  mobilization  assignment 
or  mobilization  designation  position,  but  who  are  permitted  to  earn  points  by  participating  in  certain  kinds  of  tra¬ 
ining.  (AFR  45-34) 

PROGRAM  ELEMENTS 

Categories  of  assignments  set  up  within  the  AF  Reserve  program  to  accctnplish  the  different  types  of  training 
necessary  to  fulfill  the  AF  Reserve  mission. 

RESERVISTS  IN  PAY  STATUS  ASSIGNMENTS  (Canparable  to  category  designated  Organized  Air  Reserve  prior  to_  January  1953 
All  personnel  of  the  Air  Force  Reserve  who  are  physically  and  professionally  qualified  for  active  duty,  who 

fulfill  the  age -in -grade  requirements,  availability  requirements,  and  who  are  in  the  following  types  of  assignments, 

comprise  Pay  Status  Assignments;  mobilization  assignments;  combat  training  centers;  flying  training  centers;  combat 

support  training  centers;  and  specialist  training  center  units. 

READY  RESERVE  (Established  January  1953) 

All  Air  Force  Reserve  Units  and  personnel  who  are  liable  for  active  duty  either  in  time  of  war,  national  emer¬ 
gency  declared  by  the  President  or  the  Congress,  or  as  otherwise  authorized  by  law*  All  members  of  the  Ready  Reserve 
are  in  active  status. 

REPLACEMENT  TRAINING  StJJ  APRONS  (RT  5q) 

Non-T/0  units  whose  personnel  are  made  up  of  those  persons  who  possess  a  rated  AFSC  for  which  no  vancancy  exiats 
in  the  parent  reserve  wing.  These  personnel  participate  in  flying  training. 

RESERVISTS  IN  NON-PAY  6TA3VS  ASSIGNMENTS  (Comparable  to  category  designated  Volunteer  Air  Reserve  prior  to  January 

1953 

All  personnel  of  the  Air  Force  Reserve  who  are  physically  and  professionally  qualified  for  active  duty,  but  for 
whoa  no  position  vacancy  exists  in  Pay  Status  Assignments,  or  who,  far  personal  reasons,  do  not  participate  in  the 
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COMPONENTS  (Continued) 

AF  RESERVE  (Continues) 


Air  Force  reserve  training  program  to  the  extent  required  for  retention  in  Pay  Status  Assignments  cwnprise  Reservists 
in  Non-Pay  Status  assignments .  Except  for  the  maximum  age  of  60,  there  are  no  age-in-grade  or  availability  require¬ 
ments  for  Reservists  in  Non-Pay  Status  Assignment  a. 

RETIRiD  RESERVE  (Comparable  to  category  designated  Honorary  Air  Reserve  prior  to  January_1952) 

All  Air  Force  Reserve  personnel  whose  service  has  been  honorable  and  who  have  completed  20  years  of  satisfactory 
Federal  service  on  active  or  inactive  status  or  combination  thereof  in  any  component  Or  components  of  the  armed 
services,  or  who  have  reached  the  statutory  age  for  retirement,  and  who  have  applied  for  and  received  transfer  to 
the  Reserve  Retired  List  comprise  the  Retired  Reserve. 

STANDBY' RESERVE  (Established  January  195*0 

All  Air  Force  Reserve  units  and  personnel,  who  are  liable  for  active  duty  in  time  of  war  or  national  emergency 
declared  by  the  Congress  or  as  may  be  otherwise  authorized  by  law.  All  members  of  the  Standby  Reserve  except  those 
persons  on  the  Inactive  Status  List  Reserve  Section  and  the  Retired  Reserve  List,  are  in  an  active  status. 

TRAINING  ATTACHMENT 

The  attachment,  for  training  purposes  only,  of  .an  Air  Force  Reserve  officer  or  airman  having  a  mobilization  as¬ 
signment  or  designation,  to  an  appropriate  unit  or  activity  of  the  regular  Air  Force,  Air  Force  Reserve, or  the  Air 
National  Guard  of  the  United  States  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Air  National  Guard  of  the  United  States  unit 
commander  concerned),  other  than  the  unit  or  activity  with  which  mobilization  position  is  held.

personnel  are  charged  to  the  Air  National  Guard  Troop  ceiling. 

TROOP  PROGRAM  -  AIR  NATIONAL  GUARD 

Authorized  strength  of  all  National  Guard  Units  allotted  to  the  States,  Territories, and  possessions  as  issued  in 
appropriate  Tables  of  Organization  and  Tables  of  Distribution  currently  augmented  and/or  reduced  by  the  National 
Guard  Bureau.

AIR’ FORCE  RESERVE  OFFICERS  TRAINING  CORPS  (AF  ROTC) 


AFROTC  STRENGTH 

This  is  the  Inventory  of  all  Air  Force  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  (AFROTC)  students  in  active  participation 
of  ROTC  training,  in  conjunction  with  academic  curriculum  at  civilian  educational  institutions. 

CONDITIONAL  ENROUMEgT 

This  type  of  enrollment  la  a  tentative  enrollment  which  will  not  become  absolute  unless  and  until  the  proper 
authority  determines  that  the  student  concerned  is  fully  qualified  for  formal  enrollment  In  the  advanced  course  of 
the  Air  Force  ROTC. 

ENROLLED  STUDENTS 

This  group  includes  both  conditionally  and  formally  enrolled  students. 

FORMAL  ENROLLMENT 

This  type  of  enrollment  is  an  absolute  advanced  enrollment  where  a  condition  does  not  exist  that  would  question 
a  student's  qualification  Ifcr  enrollment .  Such  enrollment  entitles  the  student  concerned  to  receive  all  benefits# 
financial  and  otherwise#  provided  by  law  and  regulations.  (Tables  in  this  publication  are  based  on  this  type  of 
enrollment) . 


EXPLORERS 


Air  Force  cooperation  with  Explorer  program  has  been  provided  since  the  program  was  initiated  in  l$4l,  when 
General  Arnold  offered  the.  Director  of  Senior  Scouting,  Boy  Scouts  of  America,  the  support  and  cooperation  of  the 
USAF.  The  mission  of  this  program  is  to  assist  in  the  general  development  of  youth  in  the  fundamental  principles  of 
citizenship,  patriotism,  and  leadership  while  Incidentally  providing  an  opportunity  for  the  explorers  to  learn  avia¬ 
tion  essentials  and  to  obtain  a  better  understanding  of  their  age  and  its  significance.  Flight  activities  ore  of  a 
routine  training  nature,  not  involving  special  hazards  and  without  additional  expense  to  the  government.  The  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  USAF  include  some  flight  transportation  and  aircraft  orientation  as  well  as  entertainment  of  all  explor¬ 
ers  (Air, Sea, and  Navy  and  Rover  Ai  my)  at  the  air  bases  or  encashments  os  planned  in  cooperation  with  the  Army  and  the. 
Navy.  The  Explorer  program  la  conducted  in  conjunction  with  other  activities  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America- 

EBPLORER  MEMBERSHIP  Includes  boys  of  lU  years  of  age  and  over;  Cub  Scouts,  include  boys  8  through  10  years,  and 
Boy  Scouts,  boys  11  through  13  years. 

Exploring  provides  activities  in  four  areas:  Indoor,  Outdoor,  Services  and  Social.  It  gives  the  young  man  the 
opportunity  to  plan  the  use  of  hi 3  leisure  time  wisely  and  to  develop  himself  in  the  sense  of  security  and  self  re¬ 
liance  which  make  for  a  happy,  well -adjusted,  lav  abiding  citizen. 

INDOOR  ACTIVITIES  range  from  industrial  tours  and  discussion  groups  to  hobby  colleges.  Vocational  conferences  and 
exploration  help  the  young  man  to  face  the  future  rather  than  to  fear  it. 

OUTDOOR  ACTIVITIES  are  of  the  vigorous  physical  cross  country  types  that  take  the  Explorer  into  diversified  areas 
such  as  caves,  mountain  areas,  sea  cruises,  etc. 
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COMPONENTS  (Cont.nu.o) 

EXPLORER  (Continued) 

SERVICE  ACTIVITIES  Include  projects  which  help  the  Explorer  fs  hone,  the  Explorer's  church  or  synagogue,  and  the  Ex¬ 
plorer's  community. 

SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES  afford  the  Explorer  an  opportunity  to  meet  people,  to  get  along  with  them,  to  express  .his  opinion 
In  front  of  groups,  to  defend  his  thoughts  in  debates  and  round  table  discussions.  He  learns  to  listen  and  evaluate; 
he  learns  good  manners .
